Decorated with the Grand Cross with Swords of the Order of St. Cyrillus 
and St. Methodius and the Knight-Commander Cross of the Order of St. Sylvester (HOLY 
SEE), the Knight-Commander Badge and Star of the Order "Hl Busto del Libertador" 
(U.S. of VENEZUELA), the Knight's Cross of the Royal Order of the Redeemer (GREECE), 
the Coronation Medal and the II class of the Royal Red Cross (SPAIN) avd with 10 
additional Orders and Medals from RUSSIA, FRANCE (2), JAPAN (2), SPAIN, BELGIUM, 
PORTUGAL, LIECHTENSTEIN, MEXICO, etc. etc. -- in all 21. 

Born near Copenhagen, Denmark, July 23, 1881, Elder son of the late Con- 
sul-General Frederik P. and Bmma G. M. (Rording) Holm, Unmarried, Lutheran, 

Passed a preliminary examination at the Copenhagen University and received (1895- 
1900) an officer's education in the DANISH ROYAL NAVY, visiting many countries on 
men-o'-war, but resigning after passing his navigator's examination, and before be- 
ing commissioned. After seeing the Paris Exposition (1900) he went to the Far East 
while still 19, employed in Shanghai and Hankow in journalistic and commercial posi- 
tions (1901-3) and later as manager of the Japan Daily Advertiser at Yokohama. In 
1904, during the Russo-Japanese war, he left Japan for Denmark via U.3,A., where he 
visited the St.Louis World's Fair as correspondent, completing in 41 months his 
first circumnavigation. He was engaged in special journalistic work in London 
(1905-7) under the Earl of Kintore, G.C.M.G., Sir Wm. Ramsay, K.C.B., and others, 
frequently visiting the continent. In July 1906 he represented the Associated Press 
at the Interparliamentary Peace Conference in the House cf Lords, where, as on many 
other occasions, he met statesmen and leaders from all over the world, During the 
present war he again visited London (Spt.-Oct. 1914) for the Associated Press. 

When 25 Dr. Holm organized and commanded a scientific mission into the far 
interior of China. The archasologic result of THE HOLM-NESTORIAN EXPEDITION TO 
SIAN-FU (1907-8), which covered by caravan and native houseboat more than 2500 miles 
over little known ground, was the bringing to western civilization, in spite of at- 
tempted assassination, illness and intrigues, of a TWO-TON, ten-foot monolithic rep- 
lica of the famous Nestorian Monument of A.D.781 -- from 1908-16 in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York. "The Nestorian Monument" (Chicago, 1909) describes the 
tablet, its Christian Syro-Chinese inscription and the expedition, through which he 
completed his second circumnavigation in 16 months. He has lectured, in 3 languages, 
in 31 universities and institutions in the United States, Canada and Mexico on his 
explorations, which were commended in writing by such men as Theodore Roosevelt, 
Vilhelm Thomsen, Archbishop Ireland, Andrew D. White, Friedrich Hirth and many others 
and about which hundreds cf illustrated articles have appeared and mention been made 
in the Encyclopaedia Britannica (Sigan-fu), the Encyclopaedia Americana (Sian-fu), 
the various "Who's Who" here and abroad and in other standard works. 

He is the author of many papers on Far Eastern and other subjects; a for- 
mer editor of the “Records of the Past" (Washington); a book-reviewer on The New 
York Times (1909-12) and a staff contributor to Petermanns Mitteilungen (Gotha). He 
is a Doctor of Laws, Civil Law, Philosophy and Science; a (Boy) Scout Commissioner; 
the Chief of Naval Staff of the (volunteer) FIRST AVIATION CORPS, and a Royal Sworn 
Interpreter-Translator under Danish Law. He is considered a linguist, as wall as an 
expert on Chinese archaeology and on certain numismatic questions. He is a gold- 
medalist (4 times), an honorary, a corresponding, a life and an ordinary member of 20 
scientific and humane societies and academies (royal and otherwise) in 11 countries, 
including membership in the Royal Asiatic Society (London). His clubs are the 
Authors' Club (London) and the Royal Yacht Club (Copenhagen).
